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PLAIN TALK ABOUT THE WAR DEBTS 
Owen D. Young’s p ungent remarks about 
America’s resp onsibility for the world dep res­ 
sio n is the kind of p lain sp eaking that we ought 
to hav e had a long time ago. 
We insisted that the debts be rep aid, he say s, 
and the only p ractical way in which our debtors 
co uld p ay us was by sending us their goods. We 
wo uld not let them do that, so they had to send 
us their go ld; and they sent it, Mr. Young de­ 
clares, until “we ruined the currency and bank­ 
ing sy stems o f the world, including our own.” 
No w, hav ing done all of this, we are p rep ared 
to go into hy sterics on a moment’s notice at the 
mere suggestion that the London conference may 
result in a scaling down, a p artial or total can­ 
cellatio n, of some of the sums owed us. 
Ready to face the realities in ev ery other field, 
we hav e p ersisted in being blind where the war 
debts are concerned — blind and, one might add, 
no t a little dumb. We hav e tried to p ut them in 
a v acuum, where they could be considered by 
themselv es in all their p ristine beauty ; and be­ 
cause o f this we hav e got farther and farther 
away fro m contact with the hard facts of the 
situatio n. 
Is it just to p ut it that way ? Is that a v iew­ 
po int which an intelligent American can con­ 
scientio usly hold? Is Mr. Young’s summing up 
fair? 
Many p eop le, p robably , will think not. 
Nev ertheless, it is worth considering. 
Lo o k back for a moment at the way in which 
we hav e treated the wax debts. We hav e tried 
to insist that they bore no connection whatev er 
to any other p hase of p ost-war p olitics or eco­ 
nomics. We hav e maintained stoutly that they 
had 
no relation 
with 
rep arations although 


any infant might know that our former allies 
would not p ay us if Germany did not p ay them. 
We hav e sworn that they had no relation with 
tariffs — though no rep utable economist would 
for a moment admit that p oint. We used, foreign 
loans to ex p and our ex p ort trade in blithe ig­ 
norance of the fact that that just increased the 
difficulties our debtors must meet in p ay ing us. 
It looks, in short, v ery much as though we hav e 
p ersistently deluded ourselv es about the debts 
ev er since the war. Perhap s it is about tim e'that 
we listened to p eop le like Mr. Young.

REMINISCENCES 
BY J OHN F. J OYCE 


When built the I. and C. trac­ 
tion line was of the alternating 
sy stem. Early in the twenties the 
sy stem was changed to the di­ 
rect current sy stem with lighter 
cars and less ex p ense. The old 
sy sem had carried 33,000 v olts 
and so insullated. The new sy s­ 
tem was reduced to 600 v olts and 
was far less ex p ensiv e and safe. 
The cars were 60 feet in length 
and 8 feet, 11 inches wide—the 
main comp artm ent with a seat­ 
ing cap acity of 36 p assengers, 
the 
smoking comp artm ent 16 
and a folding seat in the bag­ 
gage p art seating 3 p assengers. 
The seats were p laced on 34 inch 
centers and an aisle 21 inches 
wide. The seats in the main 
comp artment were up holstered 
in Tuscan red p lush, while a 
brown Fabrikoid was used in the 
smoking dep artment. The seats 
were 41 inches wide and the 
floor was two thicknesses of 7-8 
y ellow p ine laid longitudinal and 
crosswise, being sep arated by a 
lay er of building felt and cov ered 
with 1-4 inch linoleum. 
The motorm an’s comp artment 
was in the front right hand cor­ 
ner and the windows of it were £ 
inch thick p late glass. The com­ 
p artm ents were arranged with 
glass p artition allowing p asseng­ 
ers to see the rails ahead. The 
framing was of steel to allow a 
high sp eed with safety . In short 
the new cars were a total rev o­ 
lution of the old ones. 
In the stock cars were little 
cabins 
to 
accommodate 
t h e 
farmers who went with their 
stock. The freight cars were 
equip p ed with four 145 h. p. mo­ 
tors with a headlight located 
high ov er the m otorm an’s cab. 
All this change had been made 
without interrup tion of serv ice 
and financed by J. F. Wild and 
Co. of Indianap olis. 
The Westinghouse Electric and 
M anufacturing 
comp any 
of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., were the design­ 
ers and builders. 
Charles L. Henry was a hard 
student and an authority on 
traction affairs and made a suc­ 
cess of his many v entures. His 
rep ort as receiv er for the I. ánd 
C. traction comp any , the y ear 
Ap ril 4, 1925 to Mach 31, 1926, 
contains a v ast amount of in­ 
formation. Mr. Henry was the 
p resident of the line, Winfield T. 
Durbin was v ice p resident, John 
J. Ap p el, secretary and John F. 
Wild, treasurer. The directors 
were, in addition of the abov e 
named, 
Claude 
Cambern 
of 
Rushv ille, Frederic D. Rose and 
George A. Ball of Muncie, John 
T. Beasley of Terre Haute and 
Wilford J. Alford of Anderson. 
A co mplete audit o f the finan­ 
cial affairs was made by Sprad- 
ling and Carter, public acco unt­ 
ants o f Indianapo lis, which was 
made the basis o f the receiv er’s 
repo rt. This repo rt included, in­ 
co me, v o uchers, 
and ex penses, 
with many o ther items. 
The o perating ex penses o f the 
y ear sho wed a lo ss o f $251,392, 


after tax es, interest and guaran­ 
teed div idends. This did not in­ 
clude bus accounts. Road and 
equip ment showed $7 ,134 ,917 as 
comp ared with a cap ital of $4 ,- 
288,4 91 when organized, to which 
was charged $1,6 00,000 on ac­ 
count of the Greensburg div ision. 
Miscellaneous p hy sical p rop er­ 
ty , including the mill p rop erty at 
Rushv ille with mill race, was 
$26 ,028. Inv estment in affiliated 
comp anies was $53,87 0. The J. F. 
Wild collateral was $6 0,000, re­ 
duced to $4 5,000 by a series of 
notes.

A decree o f fo reclo sure hav ­ 
ing been entered in the Rush 
circuit co urt o n the 31st day o f 
March 1928, Will M. Frazee, after 
no tice giv en to sell the pro per­ 
ties o f the Indianapo lis and 
Cincinnati Tractio n 
co mpany , 
the Indianapo lis, Shelby v ille, and 
So utheastern Tractio n co mpany 
and the Indianapo lis and So uth­ 
eastern Tractio n co mpany , each 
and all o f which had been fo und 
inso lv ent. Mr. Frazee was ap­ 
po inted reciv er o f the I. & C., 
May 5, 1927 (see pro bate o rder, 
Bo o k 4 0, page 6 , fo r particulars if 
interested). Charles L. Newho use 
at that time was clerk o f the 
co urt. 
In this sale the o ld Carmichael 


mill site, building and m achin­ 
ery , were sold for $8 00, including 
mill race to Flatrock and the 
Mauzy p rop erty on the corner of 
Third and Morgan streets was 
sold for $10,000, just what Mr. 
Cambern, as attorney for the I. 
& C., p aid for it y ears before. It 
would be hard to find a p oorer 
location for a library or p ost of­ 
fice than those occup ied now, the 
old traction station being sold 
for the p urp ose of the former. 
The Traction is now a “has- 
been” 
and 
thousands 
hav e 
p assed with it. The twin “Iron 
Horses” that came to us in 18 67 
are still with us, although badly 
sp rained, they still do the work 
required. No man knows the des­ 
tiny of man nor the limits of his 
achiev ements. A generation has 
come and 
an old one 
p assed 
away since May or Stev ens drov e 
the first sp ike in the car lines, 
and the heart grows sick too, in 
retrosp ection, 
call 
back 
the 
friends and lov ed ones p assed 
away since. No one now liv ing 
could remember the day when 
there was not a Hav en’s grocery 
store, nor can now name a liv ing 
p atriarch to m atch him in Rush­ 
v ille. 
But—“Let Fate do her worst, 
there are relics of joy , 
Bright scenes of the p ast which 
she cannot destroy ; 
Which come in the night-tim e 
of sorrow and care, 
To bring back the v isions that 
joy used to wear; 
Long, long be 
my mind, 
with 
such memories filled 
Like the v ase in which roses hav e 
once been distilled, 
You may break, y ou may ruin, 
the v ase if y ou will, 
But the scent of the roses, will 
hang round it still. 
Lov elier things and dearer, 
hav e p assed away but none more 
missed nor useful to the general 
p ublic than the Traction and I 
p redict a return.

W hat m anner of man is he 
who would take issue with a 
comedian? 
Will Rogers, in his 
radio 
“address” 
last 
Sunday 
night, 
made

references 
which seem rather unworthy of 
a man of his rep utation, ev en 
though made in jest. The reason 
Mr. Rogers has such a large 
audience is because of the un­ 
common common sense behind 
many of his jibes. 


He said that the name Boulder 
Dam 
should 
not 
hav e 
been 
changed from Hoov er Dam, but 
that the words Hoov er and Dam 
should hav e been transp osed. 


There is a remarkable book in 
the 
Rushv ille 
library , 
“The 
Adams 
Family ,” 
which 
could 
well be p ondered by any one in­ 
terested in American history . 
With Will Rogers’ rem ark lodged 
somewhere in my cranium, many 
p oints of similarity in the car­ 
reers of John Quincy Adams and 
Herbert Hoov er were noted as I 
read this book. 


After a notable career in for­ 
eign dip lomatic serv ice and in 
the cabinet, John Quincy Adams 
was chosen as the logical man 
for the p residency . He was the 
last of the p residents at the 
close of an era in the nation’s 
life. 
He was conscientious and 
a hard worker, and was the 
scap egoat of a skillfully organ­ 
ized p rop aganda which v ilified 
his rep utation and made light of 
his ev ery endeav or for his coun­ 
try . 
After his defeat, the p ol­ 
iticians flocked to Jackson and 
ignored the President, who was 
strip p ed of his p ower. The p eo­ 
p le had come into their own and 
democracy was in the saddle. 


At the age of 62, Adams re­ 
tired to the old home at Quincy . 
Few called up on him. 
Jackson 
and his cabinet, with the ex cep ­ 
tion of Van Buren, ignored him. 
“After fourteen y ears of in­ 
cessant and unremitted emp loy ­ 
ment, I hav e p assed to a life of 
¡total leisure,” he wrote, “and 
from liv ing in a constant crowd, 
to a life of almost total solitude.” 


He was unex p ectedly asked, in 
18 30, to allow. his name to be 


used as a candidate fo r co ngress 
fro m his ho me district, and, al­ 
tho ugh he made no campaign, 
receiv ed o v er two -thirds o f the 
to tal v o tes cast, being o ppo sed 
by bo th the Federalists and the 
J ackso nites. 


Then began the real serv ice 
o f J o hn Quincy Adams which 
far o v ershado wed all his prev io us 
career. 
This man, who had 
been derided as as aristo crat, a 
friend o f the rich, the well bo rn 
and the able, pro v ed to be the 
champio n o f the right o f the 
peo ple to petitio n co ngress o n 
the questio n o f human slav ery . 
The do wntro dden had in him a 
re^.1 friend, o ne who had the 
co urage 
to 
champio n t h e i r 
cause in the halls o f co ngress. 


We quo te fro m the bo o k: “ Sus­ 
tained o nly by the farmers o f 
Ply mo uth, who returned 
him 
y ear after y ear to wage his bit­ 
ter warfare 
against 
his 
o p­ 
po nents in Co ngress, the o ld 
man was to lay abo ut him with 
his swo rd, slashing at ev ery o ne, 
right and left, with no fear o f 
striking a friend, fo r he had 
no ne, until at the end he sto o d 
o n a higher pinnacle o f public, 
esteem than any o f his family 
befo re o r since. 
He had trav ­ 
eled a lo ng and flinty ro ad since, 
a y o ung lawy er in Bo sto n, lo o k­ 
ing fo rward to the po ssibility o f 
a career o f serv ice to the co un­ 
try he lo v ed, he had nev er had 
a bitter wo rd fo r any enemy .” 


Adams, mo re than o ny o ther 
man in the Ho use, sto o d by 
J ackso n in the administratio n’s 
actio n against France. 
France 
had repudiated a so lemn treaty 
to pay this co untry $5 ,000,000 
spo liatio n claims. (Histo ry DOES 
so metimes repeat itself.) 
Ad­ 
ams’s actio n 
sprang 
fro m a 
sense o f duty , no t fro m regard 
fo r J ackso n, as the two co n­ 
tinued o n terms o f deepest ho s­ 
tility . 


It is no w o v er a century since 
John 
Quincy Adams was “ re­ 
pudiated” by the v o ters. An un­ 
biased appraisal places him sec­ 
o nd to no ne in character, ability , 
and lasting serv ice to his co un­ 
try and humanity . 


The o ther statement made by 
Will Ro gers which seems to be 
dangero us philo so phy was to the 
effect that if co ngressmen do 
no t fo llo w the leadership o f the 
President the co untry will driv e 
them o ut. 


Because an emergency ex ists, 
men sho uld no t be asked to ab­ 
dicate their reaso n and blindly 
fo llo w o ne man. Ex perience has 
sho wn many times that many 
minds wo rking o n a pro blem 
bring to light many angles o ften 
o v erlo o ked by o ne mind. 
The 
to uchsto ne 
o f 
a 
true 
public 
serv ant is no t Who pro po ses this 
actio n? It sho uld be: Is this ac­ 
tio n wise? 
Po litical ex pediency , 
o f co urse, sho uld be v ery far in 
the backgro und — and it sho uld 
hav e been all alo ng.

SALES TAX FOR 
REVENUE PUSHED 
IN BACK GROUND

The committee was ready to­ 
day to end public hearings and 
spend the week end in drafting 
the tax ation sections of the bill 
which, leaders said, would be re­ 
ported by Tuesday , at least, for 
house action. 
The revenue program agreed 
upon by a majority of the com­ 
mittee of 25 is the “ number one” 
program submitted by Lewis W. 
Douglas, director of the budget. 
It calls for an increase from the 
present four per cent to six in 
the normal income tax rates on 
net incomes of $4,000, and an in­ 
crease from six per cent to ten 
on higher incomes, estimated to 
return $46 ,000,000. These rates 
are now at the war-time levels. 
In addition, dividends from 
corporate stocks, now ex empt 
from normal income tax rates, 
would be made eligible for this 
form of tax ation. The y ield was 
estimated by the treasury at 
$8 3,000,000. 
The federal tax of one cent a 
gallon on gasoline would be 
boosted an 
additional
